Itegensburg, Stral- 
sund, Htrassliurg, Augsburg, Kolburg 
and Stuttgart aud 42 modern destroy- 
ers and 50 modern torpedo boats. 

The warships under construction 
are to be broken up.

The European countries, quit* 
generally, have been watching the 
discussion in the I'mtcd stales Sen- 
ate on the League of Nations.

Agreement seems to be 
centering about a sum that will ap- 
prOXtnatl one iMMdMsl ami twenty 
billions of dollars extended over a 
period of thirty-five years with a 
billion dollars tn he paid at once as 
a sort of earnest of pad faith.

After much of 
argument and considerable display 
of temper there is now more of a 
disposition to come to terms and 
Italy is said tn be ready to arbi- 
trate the matter and abide by the 
result. This is surely a hopeful 
beginning for a settlement of vex- 
ing territorial questions and other 
conflicting nations may be led to 
take a similar course.

STILL BELIEVES 

IN SWEET CLOVER 

Mr. Robert Bpeaot County Agent. 
• Berea, Ky. 

In reply to your request for a 
>lal> nieni of my opinion of sweet 
clover after trying it for several 
years. I wish to make the following 
summary. 

Sweet clover make* excellent 
pasture for all kind* of live stock. 
One acre of sweet clover will furn- 
ish as much grazing as live or six 
acres of ordinary average pasture. 
It resists drouth remarkably well. 

and it furnishes tl allies! pasture 

in the spring and the ties! lab" pas- 
ture, resisting freezes that would 
kill most tUMf pu«tuie crops. 

As for hay. sweet clover will com- 
pare very favorably with any of the 

other stovers, ami dUmv thing* be- 
ing otpial >t will yield ronsiilerahly 
more hay than any of the olhor 
clovers. All live stock will eat it 
readily. It has Icon nntleod that 
stock will oat the od hay in pref- 
erence to the green clover in the 



This clover will grow on poorer 
soils than other clovers, but like 
all other clovers the land must not 
ho wot and sour. It is a good 
smothering crop, a* practically no 
woods will survive in a good stand 

of sweet clover. 

After trying several methods and 
time or s | mK | would advise plant- 
ing early in the spring with a ligiit 
nurse crop m coin stubble ground. 
Disk in the nurse crop (spring bar- 
ley, 5 peeks per acre; or oats, not 
over 1 pecks per acre . Follow 
this with the sweet clover seed 
(preferably white sweet clover 15 

to ill | nds pel acre without any 

further covering. The idea being 

the clover seed will lllld their W'HV 

into the ground as deep as they 
need to go from the rains that fol- 
low. Ity planting early in the spring 
the snii will contain sufficient mois- 
ture tit germinate all the hard clover 
seed at one tune and thereby gel an 
stand.

Now that the soldiers are starting home from MM front tliu tirst 
that should be made in the demobilization of the army of women who have 
been doing; war work ia to insure their return either to other work or to 
domestic life under favorable conditions. 

There should be no general throwing out of women from the work 
in which they have been engaged, either in the munition or other faotor.ee 
or in the office work at the national capital and other center*. The same 
splendid military regulations governing the demobilization of the men 
in the army should govern the demobilization of the woman's army. 

My opinion is that women who have gone into husinnui, either for 
patriotic or economic reasons, will remain in industry of some kind. By 
this I do not mean they will, in retaining their position, exclude the 
who lime given up those positions for the service of the United State! 
who will return when peace is established. • 

There will be no sex controversy. The readjustment will work gradu- 
ally, and as for the women as a whole, there is no fear that they will eschew 
domestic life. 

The most important duty of women during this period is to help in 
every way and to watch and make sure that such legislation aa will insure 
the protection of women, as the great foundation of humanity, ia 
anil properly administered.
